PUT UP ALL HAY POSSIBLE 

The drought has greatly re¬ 
duced the hay crop in Alberta. 
In much of the south-eastern 
part of the province there is no 
wild hay and the tame liny is 
sparse Even in the foothills 
area >• lie hay is light, and many 
fields are proving disappointing 
In somo irrigation districts 
and in central and northern Al¬ 
berta, winter killing of alfalfa & 
clover was heavy. As a rc iult 
the total forage crops will be 
much lighter than last year, 
and yet the livestock population 
has increased. It is therefore 
urgent that stockmen put up 
all the hay possible. Where sup 
plies of hay are insufficient for 
the livestock on hand, cereal 
crops might be cut for green 
feed. Smooth awned barley 
makes a splendid green feed 
and will bring high net returns 
per acre if led to livestock. 

Much of the alfalfa crop wiil 
be used for purposes other than 
feeding cattle and sheep. It has 
become an important source of 
protein and vitamins for poultry 
and hog feeding. Leslie Emslie 
of C.I.L. has written a good 
article on alfalfa which i an 


Four Airman Killed in 

Crash At Welling 

D I D L C\ I I Four airmen of the No. 8 
i res. J. Keuhen Clark Jr. Bombing and Gunnery School 

were killed in a crash Sunday 
morning just in the edge of J. 
II. Wilde’s balrey field, a mile 
south and about half a mile 
west of the Welling Junction. 
Tine plane nosed Into the ground 
and exploded from the impact 
of the landing, killing all four 
fliers. 

The ambulance was rushed 
out from Lethbridge and the 
bodies ctf the victims removed, 
and later forwarded to their 
hr;;rj:s, thee of them to Ed¬ 
monton. F. O. Ileacock was in 
charge of the flight . 

Details of just what happened 
are not known, but the plane 
l oomed to lake fire in one of 
the engines while over Stirling, 
and the men apparently tried 
to gain altitude to make a para

Farming requires a wide variety 
of skills and a lot of knowledge. 
The farmer must be a mechanic to 
get the best out of machinery, a 
botanist to recognize weeds and 
mixtures in h>3 crops, a breeder to 
select the best sires and dams, a 
nutritionist to fit his stock for tl’° 
market economically, a pathologis 
to recognize and control diseases in 
his crops and livestock, and so on.

He returns to his farm a better 
farmer and a more useful citizen.

NATIONAL SELECTIVE SERVICE 

Fourth Compulsory Employment 
Transfer Order 

A Direction to Specified Employ ere 
and Employees 

This Order applies to any young man who Is 
16, 17 or 18 years of age, and who is working 
at any one of the employments speeified in this 
notice. It is also directed to the present 
employers of these young men. 

V. Objective: 

The Order provides for the transfer of the young men affected, 
.o work which is of more importance to Canada's war effort. Trans¬ 
fers .Avail be made after taking into account the health and domcstic 
cirCTiimtanccs of these young men. 

0. YOUNG MEN WHO ARE AFFECTED: 

Every young man who in in any one of the employment* 
-pecified, who has reached his 16th birthday but has not reached 
his 19th birthday, is covered by this Order. 

C. EMPLOYMENTS SPECIFIED IN THE ORDER: 

This Order upplies to the young men described above if no* 
employed in any of these occupations: 

(1) Any oreupation in or associated with the following: (a) 
barber shops and beauty parlours; (b) distilling alcohol for 
beverage; (e) dyeing, cleaning and pressing, baths, guide ser¬ 
vice, shoe shining; (d) entertainment, including hut not restricted 
to theatres, film agencies, motion picture companies, clubs, 
howling alleys, pool rooms; (e) operation of ice cream parlour* 
and soda fountains; (f) manufacture of feathers, plumes und 
artificial flowers, chewing gum, wine, lace goods, greeting cards, 
jewelry; (g) retail stores; (h) factory production of statuar> 
and art goods; (i) retail and wholesale florists; (j) retail sale 
of confectionery, candy, tobacco, hooks, stationery, news; (k) 
retail sulc of motor vehicles or accessories; (1) retail sale of 
sporting goods or musical instruments; (m) service stations 
(gasoline-filling stations); (n) taverns, liquor, wine and beer 
stores. 

(2) Bus hoy; eharman and cleaner; custom furrier; dancing 
teacher; dish washer; domestic servant; doorman and starter; 
elevator operator; greens keeper; grounds keeper; hotel hell 
hoy; porter (other than in railway train service); private 
chauffeur; taxi driver; waiter. 

D. How the Order affects Young Men still attending School: 

Young men in the age groups mentioned, now employed, will 
not be interfered with insofar as returning to school at the opening 
of the school session in the Autumn is concerned; but young men 
in the age classes covered, who are now working during their 
summer vacation, must comply with this Compulsory Order. 

E. Procedure to he followed: 

All men as defined above must report to an Employment and 
Selective Service Office not later than July 24rh, 1943. Men 
resident outside a city or town having an Employment and Selective 
Service Office, who arc too far removed to call personally at such 
an Office, may write to the nearest office in the first instance, and 
await further directions. 

F. Appeals: 

If directed to transfer to employment subsequent to interview, 
a man may, if he objects, enter appeal with a Court of Referees, 
within 7 days of receiving such direction. 

G. Penalties: 

Penalties are provided for employers who retain, or take into 
their employ, after July 24th, 1943, any man covered by this Order 
except under special permit. Also, penalties are provided for failure 
of an employee covered by the Order, to register or follow a 
subsequent direction to employment. 

H* Authority: 

This Order is issued under authority conferred on the Ministei 
of Labour by National Selective Service Civilian Regulation (P.C 
246 of January 19th, 1943, and amending Orders in Council). 

Entployerg or employeeg uncertain of the application 
of this Order in a particular cate are advited to 
communicate immediately with the nearest Employ¬ 
ment and Selective Service Office. 

Attention it directed to the fact that the Third 
Compulsory Order, which conluint a list of occupa¬ 
tions different form the above , alto requires certain 
young men 16, 17 und 18 years of uge to report to 
ISuiional Selective Service.
